It remains to be seen if the Falcons can attract at least 
third of the locals who signed a petition in favour of 
retaining the club. They then will have Crowds in excess 
of 5,000 at Falcons Park, which is a survival and growth 
number. 

A major challenge Is that since the electricity industry 
de-regulation in Victoria, the population has declined in 
the Latrobe Valley. Realistically they may only have a 
population of 150,000 that they can draw on. How do 
they aim for full time professionalism? Many of their 
current players live in Melbourne. 

From the centre of the Victorian State capital to 
Marwell, the administrative centre of the Latrobe Valley, is 
140kms, The western and northern suburbs of Melboume 
are the hub of Soccer irom where it is even further to 
Morwell. Surely this has to be'addressed? 

Also, if players simply atrive at Falcons Park every 
second weekend for a game, how can the local 
population have any empathy with them?: 

Newcastle struggles to gain a 6,000 plus attendance 
from a claimed population base of 500,000. However, if 
some success came their way then probably 10,000 
would go along to Breakers Stadium, 

Canberra's crowds have declined alarmingly oven the 
last two years. One recent game had a handul of 
spectators in Bruce Stadium. However, the team has 
Januished in Jast spot. The question of whether or not the 
nation’s capital also has a declining population is an 
interesting one. 

The policy of the Howard government is to, reduce the 
size of the Public Service. Canberra is essentially a town 
of Public Servants. Therefore the number of potential 
attendees at Canberra's games is reducing. 

If the aussie rules administrators re-locate one of their 
Melbourne clubs to Canberra, and given the desire of 
| people to associate with a successful sports team. then the 
Cosmos will probably continue to struggle, 

Of course if the Cosmos Club management could offer 
University scholarships to potential players at ANU of 
Canberra University, then they should be able to attract 
interstate team members. 

The population of Parramatta City, the City of 
Blacktown and the Hills districts of the north western 
Sydney conurbation, far exceed the 300,000 of the ACT. 
Why was the Parramatta Eagles application rejected? After 
all successful clubs are run by the Eagles, Blacktown City 
Demons and Parramatta Eels rugby league club. 

It is true the ACT Soccer Federation, with about 10,00 
registered players, is a firm supporter of Canberra Cosmos,

The centralised program 
will mean a significant drop in 
funding for the ITC (Intensive 
Training Centre) program, 
successfully running in six 
states for over two years, It is 
generally agreed’ the high 
success of the ITC program is 
now the main reason we are 
able to progress to a 
centralised setup, with solid

funding and support 

It is vital hae this move 
does not mean the end of the 
ITCs. The AIS program will 
be a great step forward in 
professionalism at the highest 
level, but the ITCs remain a 
Vital ingredient in support of 
that smal group, continuing 
to develop those on the fringe 
of selection, and nurturing the 
next young group of top 
players. The top of the 
Pyramid can only be as strong 
as its foundations. 

Rationalisation of the 
present ITC structure should 
see their continued existence 
in a reduced but effective 
format, and a complete 
reassessment of the program 
and its co-existence with the 
AIS Program will be made. 

“Out of the meeting came a 
clear desire to maintain the 
TTCs in some form up to and 
beyond 2000,” said AWSA 
Chief Executive Warren 
Fisher. “Not only for the best 
possible preparation for 1999 
and 2000, but also to provide 
the best opportunities for the 
next generation of players for 
1003/2004.” 


He added, “From advice 
received, before the 2004 
Olympics, there will most 
likely be FIFA’s first World 
Youth Cup for women. With 
two World Cups potentially to 
prepare for in the next seven 
years, there will be much 
Breater demands on coaches 
and resources.” 

The national league will 
also continue to play a 
necessary role in the overall 
elite setup, “Hand in hand 
with the ITCs, our belief 
the national league will all the 
way be a vital element in 
Australian team preparations 
for 2000,” noted Fisher. 

AIS ‘players will be 
returned homie to compete in 
the national —_ league, 
maintaining that all important 
tie with their home State and 
the best opportunity for States 
to promote their own leading 
players, 

The time competing with, 
and against , other players 
from around the country will 
also provide National Coach, 
Greg Brown, with the perfect 
chance to compare and assess 
the progress of his own 
players against those outside 
his immediate program. Just 
as importantly, Brown can 
also monitor the performance 
of those other players vying to 
reach the top. 

Brown and AWSA are 
keen to make all the right 
decisions before making the 
big plunge; they have been 
talking at length with those 
who have led the way with 
centralised, full-time 
programs. The obvious ‘role 
model’ is that of the Olympic 
champions USA, who trained 
together in California full- 
time to achieve that goal, 

Closer to home, a perfect 
example of this is the 
Australian Women's hockey 
team, who also won gold in 
Adanta after concentrating 

ir preparations, full time, in 
Perth for six months. 

“The USA went in six 
months prior and obviously, 
having won, they believe that 
to have been adequate time,” 


said Brown, “We're taking 
that as a guideline for us — 
we'll need at least that for the 
Olympics. The six months 
from January 1999 will see us 
give our biggest effort at the 
World Cup.” 

Previous coach, Tom 
Sermanni, held talks with 
hockey and Brown also met 
up with coach Ric 
Charlesworth last week. 
“They have given us clues 
about the challenges we will 
encounter and how to get 
around these,” said Brown, 
“It’s been all very productive. 
We're now getting 
comfortable as to how we 
should approach this whole 
thing,” Last week, Brown also 
met up with the national 
volleyball coach in Adelaide - 
They are another sport 
preparing to go centralised at 
the end of this year. 

The timeframe of mid-1998 
has been set for the 
establishment of the AIS 
program with the World Cup 
and qualifiers also in mind. 
The qualifiers will be 
contested in October 1998, 
giving the squad three months 
fogether beforehand. With the 
World Cup itself scheduled a 
year before 2000, it is 
considered just as important 
as the Olympics. 

“Success at the qualifiers 
and the World Cup will be 
just as, or more, important. It 
will be like a trial run for the 
Olympics,” said Fisher. “Tt 
will be important to 
demonstrate to our funders, 
especially the Australian 
Sports Commission, that 
we're on target to meet their 
expectations for 2000. It will 
also put us in a good position 
to address what is needed in 
the last twelve months before 
the Olympics, and to learn 
from that experience.” 

The number of AIS 
scholarships to be offered is 
yet to be decided, but will 
most probably be around 20- 
22. Brown’s current tour 
around all the States of 
Australia, includes important 
discussions with players and 
coaches, explaining what 
needs to be done over the next 
twelve months in preparing to 
gain selection for 
scholarship. 

Those fortunate enough to 
be selected in the first intake 
of scholarships are in no way 
guaranteed to be in the final 
group to play in 2000. There 
will still remain as many 
avenues as possible for other 
players to challenge for 
selection, 

“We'd expect everything to 
be firmed up with a confirmed 
location and timing by next 
month,” said Fisher. “It's 
essential we then proceed to 
inform the players so they 
understand how it all works 
immediately. This will be 
very much on an individual 
basis between the iation 
and players, with different 
individual issues to be 
considered to ensure 
maximum benefit. We can’t 
necessarily expect to set down 
rules and demand everyone fit 
in with them.”*

job Crompton was the skipper of Blackburn Rovers 
when they lifted their first League Championship. 

fe all their success in the FA Cup, and known 

as of rich history, the Ewood Park Club had not 
won this title. Undefeated at home, Blackburn were three 
points clear of second placed Everton, who themselves 

id only lost one game at home all season. 

The holders Man Utd won only 13 of their 38 league 
games. Another side close to Manchester, Bury were 
relegated after failing to win an away match. Down with 
them went Preston North End. It had been a tight battle for 
four other clubs who finished within a win of Preston. 

Oldham played Liverpool in their last game and won 1- 
Oat Anfield forcing North End down to Division Two. 

The title face the Second Division was hard. Derby 
won over Chelsea on goal difference. Burnley were two 
points behind and thus missed out on promotion, losing 
away to Wolves 0-2, whilst Chelsea defeated Bradford Park 
Avenue on the same day. Wolves had the best win of the 
league season thumping Hull 8-0 at home. 

Gainsborough Trinity, Leeds City and Glossop were the 
bottom three. By January 1920 all had disappeared from 
the Football League. 

The FA Cup this season saw another Southern League 
side, Swindon Town, make the semis. They played a 0-0 
draw against Barnsley in the semi final, be‘ore losing 0-1 in 
the replay. West Bromwich Albion defeated League 
Champions Blackburn Rovers in the same way.by the same 
scores. 

So the final was between WBA and Bamsley, a side 
who had never been in the top sige 

Crystal Palace hosted the final again and 54,556 people 
watched the two sides play out a 0-0 draw. For Barnsley it 
was the third time in a row a replay was needed after a 0-0 
draw (they also played a 0-0 draw in the first round). In the 
fourth round they played two 0-0 draws against Bolton and 
the third match was 0-0 when it was abandoned after 86 
minutes when the crowd spilled onto the field. Indeed to

HOT TO HANDLE

AVOIDING THE 
DANGERS OF HIGH 
TEMPERATURES 


bas threat of thermal 
injuries to sportsmen 
and women is a real one. 
From sunburn and fatigue 
to heat strokes and death, 
high temperatures place 
extraordinary demands on 
the human body. 

Athletes competing or 
training in hot and humid 
conditions must be aware of 
these demands and must make 
the necessary adjustments to 
their preparations in order to 
cope. 


RISK FACTORS 
INVOLVED 


‘There are a number of fac- 
tors which can affect an ath- 
Tete’s ability to cope with the 
heat. These include, illness, 
drugs (including alcohol and 
caffeine), inappropriate cloth- 
ing, lack of acclimatisation 
and lack of fitness. 

However, the most 
influential factors are also the 
ones that athletes and coaches 
have the least control over, 
these being the air 
temperature, humidity and 
Tow (or no) wind speed. These. 
three factors, in their various 
combinations, make it very 
difficult to predict just how 
safe it is to compete or train. 
The simplest method, and one 
that is available to ALL 
teams, is to note the 
temperature and whether on 
not any exertion by athletes 


results in extra perspiration. 


HOW TO MINIMISE 
THE RISK 


While the risk factors 
remain constant, by adopting 
some simple and practical 
strategies, they can be 
lessened. 

1; Players should only wear 
heat permeable clothing. 
Cotton is by far the best for 
this with nylon being among 
the worst. This strategy allows 
the body to release its excess 
heat rather than trapping it, as 
some fabricsare liable to do. 
‘Also, where possible, do not 
wear tight clothing as loose 
clothing allows air to circulate 
over your skin which also 
helps to remove excess heat. 
This may be a problem though 
with strapping, soft braces and 

fing so take care. 

2: During any breaks in 
play, trainers should be 
allowed to run onto the 
ground carrying cool liquids 
for the players. In an ideal 
setting, every 15 minutes or so 
would see trainers carrying 
approximately 150-300mls of 
water for each player. 
Obviously this is impractical 
during the game, but some 


effort must be made as it is 
‘very important for the athletes 
to replace the water that they 
lose through sweating. 
Another point is that each 
athlete should be fully 
hydrated BEFORE each 
match. A good indicator is to 
make sure that the athlete's 
urine is clear an hour before 
each game. A final warning. 
Do not wait until an athlete is 
thirsty before offering liquids 
as thirst is a last minute 
indicator of need, Make sure 
the athlete does not become 
thirsty. 

3: Fans and ice-packs 
should be available on the 
bench. Where possible, the 
bench should also be shaded, 
Circulating air, (via the fans) 
helps tremendously in 
reducing heat stress and ice 
packs are invaluable in 
cooling down athletes. A 
towel soaked in water can be a 
fine substitute as can be a 
hose with a fine nozzle spray. 

4: At least one doctor, 
preferably two, should be 
present for each team. During 
emergencies, trained staff can 
help make all the difference, 

5: Players must be 100% fit 
before taking the field, 
Illnesses such as colds and 
viruses seem minor but they 
can have a devastating affect 
on an athlete in extreme 
conditions. 


TIMING OF EVENTS 


As can be seen, these 
measures are not too difficult 
to implement. However, it is 
most advantageous to all 
involved that games not be 
scheduled during periods of 
high heat and humidity. 
Games scheduled during the 
moming or, more practically, 
during the evenings benefit 


players tremendously, 
especially those from cooler 
climates playing in places 
such as Perth or Brisbane, 
where the temperatures ace 
generally higher. 


ACCLIMATISATION 


Players can adapt to hotter 
conditions and these adaptions 
can take place within 4-10 
days. Training in sweat 
clothes can help, as can heat 
chambers. However, care 
must be taken to ensure that 
athletes are adequately 
supplied with a constant 
source of liquids. Also, 
adaptions only occur if 
exercise is actually 
undertaken during the heat 
simple exposure does nothing. 


| In the Februray 18 
edition of ABSW, the| 
Editorial on page 2 
addressed the question of 
heat and humidity on 
players. The heading was 
‘High temperatures - 
postpone games’. The 
argument was made that 
there is no sound reason to 
Kick off in February which 
is the hottest month of the 
year in both Sydney and 
Melbourne. Remember the 
both NSWSF and 
Vietoria’s SF competitions 
| had started by February 18. 
Sensibly South Australia 
commenced in April.
